repetition and summary of the minutes 
‘that are published weekly; it is an 
important supplement to them. ~The 


section of the. report to which. rate- 
payers will, probably tum first io that 


for the September quarter shows a de- 
\rcrease of 145 compared with the same 
quarter in 1889.” We should be in- 
clined to recommend the incoming 
Council to look a little carefully into 
this; for we can hardly suppose that 
the whole of the increased population 
is in the districts outside the boundaries 
of the settlements. ‘The receipts of the 
Local: Post Office were some 'ls. 2;300, 
or over 40 per cent., above the estimate, 
and for this we have to thank the stamp- 
collecting mania, there having been a 
large demand for the new stamps, 
hideous as they are, and the stock of 
old stamps which are. actually only 
worth their waste-paper value, having 
been sold at auction for Tls. 1,175. It 
was suggested years ago that when the 
Council want io mise the wind, they 
should issue.a series of stamps for 
‘Tls..50 and smaller sums, which’ the 
collectors would have'to,buy to perfect 
their collections.’ Native licences do 
not show the expansiveness that they 
have shown .in previous. years. The

‘The only 
other noticeable increase. in the receipts 
over the estimate is Tls. 2,200 in stock 
and stores, the extension of building in 
the settlements. having caused a larger 
demand than usual for drain-pipes, 
The amount expended during the 
‘year in excess of appropriations was no 
less than Tis. 72,465, but as on the 
other hand appropriations were made 
but not expended to the extent of Ts. 
38,500, the actual excess of expenditure 
was only about ‘fs. 34,000. Of this 
sum, Tls. 24,000 was voted at the last 
ratepayers’ meeting ; so that the actual 
net excess for which .the Council is 
responsible is reseed i Tis, 10,000. 
‘ho responsibility is clearly imposed b; 
Land Regulation XV. which says that 
“the Council shall administer the Mu- 
nicipal Funds for the public use and 
benefit, at their discretion, with due 
regard to the Budget passed, provided 
that they do not exceed: the sum voted 
at the Annual Meeting, or. any-Special 
Meeting called to vote expenses.” No 
ratepayer, however, is likely to object 
to the extra expenses incurred in 1890, 
nearly the whole having gone in public 
works, Fideniog and extending roads, 
water, &c., with a well-spent sum of 
Ms. 3,600 devoted: to the reception 
of the Duke and Duchess . of: -Con- 
naught. Included in the year’s work 
is the re-assessment of all the land 
in the settlements, on: the basis ‘of 
7,260 feet to the mow, which -has 
brought up the area and value’ from 
4,939 mow and 18,014/165 ‘taels.-in 
1882, to 5,116 mow: and 17,204,258 
tacls in 1890. ‘The land tax this'"year 
is accordingly’ estimated: to-bring in 
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‘Ms, 66,473, against Ts. 54,645 actually 
received in 1890. ‘The area and value 
of the assessed land in Hongkew are 
still ouly estimates, and why this is 
so we have already fully stated. It 
will be seen that, in consequence of 
the last arbitration, the Council have 
been forced to pay ‘Tis.

‘Tze Kung Ko, the hall outside the 
Forbidden City, where the audience of 
1873 was held, and where the envoys 
of the tributary states are received. ‘lo 
be received on this footing the foreign 
ministers very properly refuse: they 
have not asked for the audience, and 
they will not present themselves to the 
Emperor except as the ambassadors of 
equal Powers. The slight that the 
Tsungli Yamén proposes to pass on our 
represeutatives is a piece of folly such 
as we expect generally to see displayed 
by the Peking statesmen, but such as 
we hoped—from the gracious terms of 
the imperial decree—was not to be 
shown this time. What the Chinese 
government gives to foreigners with 
oue haud it still withholds with the 
other, blind to the fact that the barriers 
it foolishly rebuilds will be violently 
torn down by some Power before long, 
and the whole rotten fabric made to 
tumble about the ears of the Peking 
Bourbons. 





CHINESE INGRATITUDE.

Ir is a common reproach to the Chinese 
character that gratitude finds no place 
in it, but all who have been long in Chi- 
na, and who have mixed much with the 
Chinese know that human nature here is 
much like human nature anywhere else. 
But it must be confessed that the Chi- 
nese have more than once shown strik- 
ing ingratitude in their treatment of 
foreigners who have beeu in their ser- 
vice; in which indeed they entirely 
neglect the injunctions of Coufucius, for 
there is nothing on which the Master 
insists more strongly than the duty of 
those in power to appreciate good ser- 
vice. How Admiral Lang was treated 
we know well, and we have now had 
brought before us auother case of in- 
gratitude to a faithful servant, a case 
so glaring that if we bring it to public 
notice, those who have been guilty of it 
may perhaps’ be induced to reconsider 
their action, and make the sufferer some

Among the remarkable incidents in 
the late Franco-Chinese war which was 
not a war officially, one of the most 
notable was the way in which the two 


succeeded in running the French block- 
ade of Formosa, and carrying in arms, 
stores, and men to the aid of the 
Governor of the island, Liu Ming-chuan, 
ithout that assistance Tamsui would 
certainly have been lost to the Chinese, 
but these two little steamers, slow and 
comparatively helpless as they were, 
were successfully taken in and out by 
the foreigners in command, and most 
welcome their arrival was to the harassed 
Governor.

the late Taotai of Shanghai in 
affording this ‘relief was due, -and 
the saving of Tamsui; when the French 
had captured the first line of hills 
between Kelung and ‘Tamsui, ‘was 
undeniably dueto the former’ssafearrival 
at the latter port in the Whaon with a 
cargo of field guus aud rifles, Until 
the arrival of the Whaon on that occa- 
sion Lin Ming-chuan had actually no 
guns to oppose the farther advance of 
the French. Captain Danielsen brought 
down a battery of field guns, some larger 
cannon, and 15,000 rifles. They were 
promptly carried tothe second lineof hills 
and placed in position, und it was solely 
due to this that Liu Ming-chuan “was 
able to prevent the French advancing 
any farther in the direction of ‘Tamsui 
during their operations in the island. 
The Chinese were profuse in their 
expressions of gratitude to Captain 
Danielsen, and he was presented by the 
‘Throne with the order of the Double 
Dragon, and was even allowed to ad- 
vance about five thousand taels out of his 
own pocket for the current expenses of 
the Waverley, which he commanded 
after the Whaon. Meanwhile offers of 
large sums of money were made him on 
behalf of the French, if he would allow 
his steamer to be captured by the 
blockaders, for everything is fair in war; 
but he refused: these offers, though he 
would have been a very much richer 
man now if he had taken’ them, as men 
of less faithfulness might have been 
tempted to do. 

As we have already mentioned, in 
the course of his command of the 
Waverley, Captain Danielsen made 
advances for the use of that steamer 
to the extent of some five thousand 
taels, which Liu Ming-chuan, whose 
finances are generally in a chaotic 
condition, repaid by promises only, 
finally getting Captain Danielson ont of 
the steamer by some of those dark 
ways in which every Ahsin delights, 
and sending him to Shanghai. Here 
the China Merchants’ Company gave 
him a command, which was the least 
they could do under the circumstances, 
and he found himself last year in charge 
of the Wéuchow packet, the Haechang. 
He had some trouble with his chief 
engineer and chief mate, and on’ ‘the 
24th and 28th of July last the former 
laid formal charges against him before 
the marine superintendent of the com- 
pany.

Such a monstrous piece of ingratitude 
to a man whose services during the 
Franco-Chinese difficulty were simply 
invaluable is not only morally infamous; 
it is a grave mistake. ‘The knowledge 
that Chinese employers will treat their 
foreign servants like this must deter the 
best ‘men from entering the Chine: 
service, and it must weaken the faith- 
fulness of those who are in the service. 
Why should they, they must say to 
themselves, serve the Chinese with 
strict honour when their employers may 
turn on them in this dishonourable 
way? Hitherto the Chinese have been 
extremely fortunate in the men whom 
they have taken into their service, but 
it is the iunate honesty of the meu, not | 
the treatment they experience from their 
employers, that has kept the record so 
clean.

CHINAN FU.

(eRos OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

The unpleasant has again become the lot 
of the foreign population. Ouly about t 
reeks ago some missionaries of the Amer 
can Presbyterian Mission, the Rev. Dr. 
Hunter with his family and the Rev. Mr. 
Lane, arrived in the city of Chiningchow 
for the purpose of establishing their per- 
manent residence. For over ten years 
mission-work has been carried on in that 
city by the Presbyterian Mission, and in 
the spring of fast year a house was 
rented of one of the wealthiest men of 
the place. Immediately after this suc? 
cessful move, the missionaries left, i 
tending to come again in the early autumn, 
Hardly had they left, however, when 
opposition appeared, and placards were 
posted in the main strecte. This opposition 
had first arisen some three years ago, 
when the Roman Catholics purchased some 
property, which ended in a riot and the 
sealing of the gate by the official. All these 
facts have from time to time been reported to 
the Daily News, and now I have astory to 
tell of still more intense aud wpen opposition. 
Hardly had the foreigners appeared in the 
city, and secured quarters at an inn in the 
Molammedan quatter of the city, when 
the gentry held a council and planned a 
riot, ‘They even went so far as to inform 
the ofticial. The official, however, had 
alrendy received orders from the Governor 
and Taotai at Chinan Fu (through the inter- 
position of Mr. Reid), enjuining full pro- 
tection, He granted xu interview to Dr. 
Hunter and promised to render protec: 
tion and issue a proclamation, but once 
again the gentry proved themselves the 
real masters of the situation. Ou Saturday, 
the 10th, they came with a°crowd of 
people to search for the foreigners, “and 
turn them out. By the help of the 
Mohammedan neighbours the Chy 
missionaries secured entrance into a more 
secluded court, bat in a she 
detected. Mra, Hunter and her little 
children faced the howling crowd a 
what is more, awed them, till the offi 
arrived. He at once said it was impossible 
for him to render protection, but by, con- 
sultation with the gentry persuaded @ 
to withdraw. Dr. Hunter proceeded to 
send telegrams to the United States 
Minister, the Governor of the province, 
aud to'Mr. Reid, who reported the 
ease to the Taotai and Governor. The 
Governor, on receiving information of 
the trouble, sent instructions by telegram 
to the official at Chiningchow, and then 
despatched a special messenger on horse- 
back. Notwithstanding all this the gentry 
persisted in retaining theic control. - They 
threatened another riot, unless the foreign 
ers should leave the city. Seeing no way of 
securing protection, the foreigners loaded 
their goods on carts and wheelbarrows 
and started for Chinan Fu. ‘Here endeth 
tho first lesson.” 

While the Americans were passing 
through the troubles at Chiningchow, the 
German Consul from Tientsin had arrived 
in Chinan Fu to consult with the Governor 
about the long-standing troubles of the 
German. missionaries (Roman Catholic) at 
both Chiningchow and Yenchow Fu. . He 
secured from His Excellency the Gover-

chow Fuand the official at Chiningchow to 
receive him xccording to the recognised 
rules of respect and honour, and to consult 
onthe matters unsettled, in order, if 
possible, to arrive at some satisfactory agree- 
ment.

‘They are 
specially deputed by thxt Society to 
the needs and methods of the missionaries of 
thia society in Shantung and Shanse, “With 
their white locks, ly aud courteous 

and their benign expression ‘of 
ice, they have gained the hearts 
uot only of ail foreigners, but of the Chinese, 
Yesterday morning at the Sunday service 
Mr, Glover addressed a Inrgo body of 
natives, and the Rev. P, D, Bergen inter- 
preted for him. . ‘To-day they left for'u long 
winter's journey to Shaiise, and in the course 
of two vr three months’ they will return 
to the coast vd Peking aud Tientsin, If 
all missionary deputations would do as 
careful aud self-denying work as that of 
the English Baptist Suciety, and be actua- 
ted by the sae broad spirit of love and 
sense, we might expect an unusually fine 
class ‘of missionaries to be appointed by 
the home Societies. : 

Dr. Neal, of thePresbyteriun Mission, has 
lately’ rented a small houne for hospital 
purposes, till land can be secured aud a 
hospital erected, 

A few days agoa very guod proclamation 
was issued by the Magistrate, telling of 
the punishment of the men who raised a 
riot neatly two years ayo at the house of the 
Rev. F. Harmon, enjoining peaco in the 
future, and stating the right of foreigners 
to rent aud possess property. 

It would thus seem that missionaries, 
notwithstanding the sudden outbureta of 
lawlessness that now and then arise in 
opposition to their work, are all the time 
making « steady advance in the recog 
tion of their rights both as foreiguers 
teachers of Christianity, Both sides 
to be observed, if au accurate description 
were to be given of the present status uf 
missionary work in Western Shantung.

Going along the Chitiese Bund the other 
day T saw a crowd of people gathered 
betore a series of pictures, which ona nearer 
approach turned out to be photographs of 
those who had lust their lives in the 
Shanghai catastrophe, and whose bodies had 
not yet been identified. ‘There were 212 
of them and a ghastly spectacle they pre- 
sented, each body propped up right against 
the end of its coffin. If there are 212 budies 
yet remaining unclaimed the native estimate 
of 400 lost does not seem to be ay tuo 


high. 

‘During thelast few days there hive been 
heavy falls of snow, but it is rapidly melting, 
and unless more fails, iu afew hours hence 
all will have disappeated. ‘The Chivese are 
gid the snow has come for, say they, it will 

troy all sickness and give good health 
during the New Year season. 

As Chinese New Year approaches every- 
body seems t0 be extraordinarily busy laying 
inNew Year supplies of fovdandclothingand 
sundries for worship. It is always noticeable 
at New Year that the natives get insolent 
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into the country ‘without being annoyed and 
insulted. Is it due to excess of wine drink- 
ing at this, to some, festive season? All 
shopkeepers ate driving a roaring trade 
these. few.days, but it will soon be over; 
on Monday next all China will bury herself, 
and everything, save every now and again 
tray cracker, will be hushed to the still 
silence of death. 

Oue of the native banks here is in trouble 
and has had to suspend payment. A younger 
brother—an inveterate gansbler—issued for- 

ed notes of 1,000 cash each on his 
rother’s bank ; these being presented were 
declared to be false and payment was re- 
fused. Whereupon a crowd assembled and 
broke up the sign boards and threatened 
todemolish the building. The manager was 
dragged before the Magistrate, whoruled that 
since the writing and marks of the falsenotes 
were ao like those of the regular bank notes 
that ordinary people could not distinguish 
between then, the bank would have to meet 
them, This ‘seems to be like putting a 
i rime ;. instead ‘of finding 
ing the offender uo steps are 
taken in this direétion and he not only gets 
off scot-free but has a good many hundred 
thousand cash as a reward for his crime. 
We may expect in due season to hear of 
other enterprising scoundrels making 
good thing out of forged notes,

Anyonething would have 
been a possession, but instead of one each 
child had several, so that ut last when they 
could cease examining aud admiring, they 
had literally to borrow baskets to carry 
their treasures home in. 

We are having cold weather at last! 
Six degrees below zero this morning, but 
lovely bright sunshine and no wind. It is 
the latter which causes the suffering and 
accentuates exch degree of cold.

jun, Itis an old-fashioned dust storm— 
palpable dust from a distance, not loc. 
Wo have had. several such storms lately, 
though none quite as severe as the one now 
on, and which looks as though it might, as 
on'some former occasions, darken the sky 
to that extentthat it will be necessary to 
light lamps. 

‘The winter was late in coming, but since 
it really closed in upon us the cold has 
been quite even, though not severe. There 
hos been more of wind and dust than for 
several winters past—more like the winters 
of the olden time, according to the remem- 
brance of the “older inhabitants.” This 
duat is supposed to have a sanitary value 
as well as the cold, in ridding the atmos- 
phere of disease germs, and while unplea~ 
sant in itself, may yet be welcomed in this 
light, after the unhealthy autumn and early 
winter just past. The cold has not been 
severe enough to close the river except 
in places favourably located as regards wind 
and current. No snow has yet fallen here, 
Dut farther inland it has fallen to the 
depth of about two inches. The Chinese 
are hoping this place may yet be favoured.

The very poor’ in 
these distressod villages have no fuel to 
warin their Kangs, and with difficulty can 
get enough to cook theit food, which for 
the most part consists of chaff and weed 
seeds with barely enough flour from the 
coarsest grains to make them adhere when 
made into cakes for bsking. ‘Their clothing 



























is in tatters, and wholly insufiicient to keep 
them warm in the moderate weather of the 
autumn, much loss now that these piercing 





winds are sweeping across these vast fields 
of ice. The distress in some quarters is: 
appalling, and it is a startling and painful 
fact that while large appropriations of bth 
money aud grain hare been made by the 
Chinese Government for the relief of these 
sufferers—enough, itis believed, tohavepre- 
vented all iutense suffering and starvation— 
very little indeed is being dune for them. 
The poor for whom these appropriations 
were nade are suffering and ‘lying, while 
those who should administer these grants 
are fattening upon their misery, And 
apparently there is no remedy for this 
terrible state of things.

THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 


aime 
(FROM OUR YOKOHAMA CORRESPONDENT.) 
A most interesting Iécture on a timely 
and interesting subject—the Nicaraguan 
Inter-Oceanic Canal—was delivered by 
Captain Taylor, the U.S.8. Alliance, on 
Wednesday last, the 27th ultimo, before 
the Tokio besa ical Society. A full 
report has appeared in the Japan Mail and 
Japan Gazette. Attention, now that work 
upon the Panaina Canal has been altogether 
suspended, ia boing more and more drawn 
to the rival entorprise; and, as the lecturer 
in effect remarked, that attention cannot 
to be largely increased through’ the 
practical abandonment of the wonderful 
Project with which Cuptain Eades’ name 
will be lastingly idontit The -virtual 
disappearance trom the field of the Panama 
Jevel canal and the Tehuantepec Ship 
way has at last, it appears, left s way 
‘open for the third and as » matter of fact 
oldest scheme. The result ies promise of 
the completion of the Nicaraguan lock 
canal within five years from date. How 
well based some of Captain Taylor’ . 
may be, time will best prove, but rosy 
and over-coloured though many will con- 
sider them to be in ore or two respects, no 
one will gainsay the importance of , the 
subject as a whole nor the freshness and 
timeliness of the facts adduced. i 
something to be grateful for, to ha 
firat hand so- clear’ and able an exposition 
of the subject in this part of the world, 
and to Captain Taylor not a few will be 
indebted for placing the matter before them 
jue full and thorough way. - ‘In Nicara- 
gua,” Captain Taylor observed, ‘the 
mountain chain which stretches from the 
‘Arctic regions of North America to Cape 
Horn, sinks: to its lowest point, producing 
‘@ comparative depression, unique in char- 
acter. "This depression or basin is occupied

by the waters of Lake Nicaragua, a fresh- 
Water inlaud eea, 90 miles in length by | 
45 in breadth, and with general depths 
vaiying.from 50 to 100 feet. ‘The western 
shore of this lake ia only 13 miles from 
the surf of the Pacific, and the iutervening 
nevk of land, on the route selected for the 
canal, has maximum elevation of 40 feet | 
above the lake. The elevatiou of the lake 
ia 110 feet, aud the dividing ridge 160 feet | 
above’ the ocean.” Notwithstanding the 
proximity of the lake to the Pacitic, 
waters drain’ into the Caribbean Sea 120 
miles distant. ‘The river which forms the 
connecting channel, the San Juan, ‘is 
navigable to sume extent,—a steainer draw- 
ing 6&t.-of water having ascended from the 
ocean to the lake, in the last few years, 
although being delayed, somewhat, in 
getting up the rapids.” ‘The lake ‘is but 
little influenced by the rainfall.” ‘The 
course of the canal uow being constructed 
follows the bed of the San Juau river a 
distance of 64 miles from the lake, and at 
this point ‘the river will be dammed to 
such height as will hack its waters to the 
Inke, raising the level of the lake to a 
uniform height of 110ft, above the level of 
the nea, and thus deepening the water in 
the upper river tu such a degree that but 
Jivtle dredging will be. nooded throughout 
64 wiles.” ‘Tho uppor river “is not sub- 
ject to violeut froshets,” but the lower 
portion receiving some ‘large tributaries 
from the neighbouring mountains, possesses 
fa different aud more unstable chacacter. 
For this reason the line uf the canal leaves 
the river at this dam, 64 miles from the 
lake, and pursues « straight course across 
country to the Caribbean Soa at Greyt wn, 
By damming the mouths of sowe con- 
veniently placed interior valleys the 100 feot 
summit level is maintained for 

until the canal 
from a confining range of hills, and looks 
down upon the 18 mites of flat and m 
land, betwoon the hills and coast. Here, 
upon the eastern slope of these hills, the 
canal descouda by three locks, to the level 
of the sex, and con its course by 
dredging t0 the harbour of Greytown.” 
There will be six tocks in all, three on 
ther side of the main stretch of 121 
miles at suinuuit level. . ‘The locks alone will 
represent rather more than a mile of the 
total length of the waterway, 169 miles, 
«The dimensions of all the locks are to 
be uniform, 650 feet long by 70 feet wide, 
by, 80 feet’ deep.” Brito, the terminal 
point selected on the Pacific side, possunses 
ho harbour, but it ‘tis situated at the mouth 
of a broad, alluvial valley which cau be 
Gredged from the beach inland to any 
distance required for the needs of a har- 
hour.” Captain Taylor stated that “the 
dimensions of the canal being constructed 
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are such as to permit a it tonnage of 
tweuty million tons a year;” and he 
thus concisely summed up the financial 
position: ‘the vanal can be built ready 





with every. convenience, aud of 
dimensions suitable for the commerce of 
the whole world, for one hundred million 








tantly worth 
three hundred, millions, and paying 5 per 
cent. ou that amount from the day of its 
completion.” : 
‘After going exhaustively into the desori 

tive and engineering features uf the subject, 
the lecturer drew some interesting and ap- 
posite comparisons between the Suez Canal 
‘and the Canal-now being constructed, and 
thoir reapective effects, tradal, political, and 
maritime. For the Nicaraguan route, it 
was claimed that will connect two 
areas.of commerce hitherto without con- 
nection, independent of each other—nay, 
almost ignorant of each other.” Though 
the most marked results will be apparent 
in-the countries lying between New Orleans 
in the Gulf of Mexica and Guayaquil in 
Ecuador, Captain Taylor anticipates a 
distinct ‘impetus to commerce generally 











and particularly to the maritime commerce 
of the Orient.‘ By this route,” in Captain 
‘Taylor's opinion at least, ** the opportunity 
at once presentsiteelf to Japanese merchants 
and shipowners to start their own lines of 
steamers and sai ips between Ja 
and the Atlantic countries.” The difii- 
culties in connection with the all-important 
coal aupply stations was not’ overlooked, 
and the unquestionable advantages the 
Suez route has in this respect were fully 
admitted. The improbability of the route 
ever becoming popular for either mails or 
passengers was recognised. In short all 
that was claimed was that the canal “for 
moat of the maritime na‘ions of the world” 
will be a favourite freight route,

SHANGHAI PUBLIG LIBRARY. 


‘The following observations we-e made 
on Tharaday (3rd) by Mr. BM. F. A. Fraser 
at the annual meeting of subscribers to the 
Shanghai Library, in support of his pro- 
Position 

That the reading room, as distinct from 
the circulating library, be open during part 
of every Sunday.’ 

“To obviate misconception of my mean- 
ing, I wish itto be clearly underatood. that 
I believe that to open the circulatin, 
on Suuday would be unreasonable, 
would give extra work to the already 
suficiently occupied European staff, who 
ought to have Sunday free for thenelves. 
To open the reading room is quite another 
matter. It would not entail much, if any, 
additional expenditure from subscriber 
whose annual subscription is already nm 
emall. T eve ataif ut present vinploy- 
d would be quite sufficient without 
'gaging avy one else. In caso one of 
jem wanted to go to church on one part- 
icular Sunday, nv doubt he cvuld get « 
substitute for that occasion ; but all such 
contingencies mould be provided for by the 
simple plan of keeping the reading room 
closed during morning charch hours. The 
present Chinese staf would probably be 
glad tu be in attendance for a reasonable 
part of Sunday for a little extra pay. One 
or two tacls & mouth would remove that 
finaucinl dificulty ; and I sup- 

6 would only be for 
lights, in winter, and 
in summer. In case the 
present subscribers think these few taels a 
mouth might be better spent in baying 
books, tickets might be issued at the door 
to persons who desired to come in and read 
on Sunday, the same ticket being available, 
perhaps, to admit the visitor to the interest 
ing little Museum up-stairs. Funds could 
be got in'thia way, perl Such » plan 
seems to present’ no absolutely insupor- 
able difficulty. These are, however, all 
details into which I du not venture, beyond 
expressing « confident opinion that the 
extra expense, everything included, need 
not exceed three taels a month. Few 
people use the reading room now, but it may 
reasonably be supposed that if the public 
reading room were open to the public 
on Sunday, it would attract them, be 
cause that is the ouly day that they have 
ample time to read. ‘There are many ways 
in which the Sunday hours, exclusive of 
church-going hours, are spent by many 
members of various classes of the large 
public of Shanghai which are less pleasant, 
and less profitable, than this will be. -Tt is 

itted that the public are both 
rally ithproved by read 
Te seems & kind of reproach to this go- 
head metropolis of the Far East that they 
ve not had greater facilities of so improv- 
iug themselves given to them long befure 
this. I did not get on my feet to reproach 
Shanghai. It is, indeed, most creditable to 
a busy commercial port like this, in which 
no Jeisured class exists, that there should be 
a free public reading room atall ; but it fails 
Inmentably in its object, because it is open 
only on work-days (and we are all workers 
here), aud then during office hours and 
during just that time out of office hours that 
is necessary for physical exercise, which we 
must have in order to preserve health. Be- 
sides residents, to people from shiys, from 
captains and eugineers down, it would be a 
great boon to have the Library open part 
of Sunday ; and remembering what ships, 
both of the mercantile marine and of the 
navy, have done and are doing in making 
Shanghai great, aud in protecting it, w 
ought to make their stay here as pleasant 
as possible. Isaw a sailor from one of the 
men-of-war (American, I remember) busily 
reading in the Library the other evening ; 
if it were open on Sundays, it would draw 
many such readers; the literature they can 
get on ships is, as a rule, not. very.satisly- 
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ing to intelligent men like them, There 
are many worse ways of spendiug.a part of 
Sunday for the public than reading, and 
few that cau be placed within their reach at 
so small a cost. I hope this’ meeting will 
encourage it by. giving its approval and 
support to the measure which I respectfully 
submit.” 











ZESOP’S FABLES. 


‘The Rev. T. R, Stevenson delivered an 
interesting lecture, on the subject of Asop’s 
Fables, at the Philharmonic Hall on Thura- 
Jay evening, in connection with the Shaug- 
hat Young Men's Christian Association. The 
chair was taken by the Rev. E. F. Tatum, 

‘The Rev. T. R. Stevenson begau witha brief 
sketch of Alwop's life, first of all reamrk- 
ing, however, that in biographies of Esop 
it was difficult to separate myth from reality, 
sop lived between 500 and 600 years 
before Christ. His lot was cast under a 
monarch faued for his riches—Croesus, 
King of Lydia. The man, of ‘wit and the 
mau of wealth were contemporaueous, 
sop was born a slave. Evoutually he 
managed to emancipate himeelf and made 
his way to the palace. He became « pro- 
digious favourite his royal master, 
over whom by wise drullery he 

then did” the 
Exop was, 
however, something more than a court 
jester. “The docisious which he gave in 
many matters were preferred to those of 
the Seven Sages of Greece. Nor were his 
instructions coufined to royal society. A 
public reformer, he warned the Corinthians 
against wob-law. At Athens he gave buth 
prince and peuple salutary lesson by the 
story of Jupiter and the frogs, Like many 
other distinguished men, he fell a victim 
to priesteraft, ‘The oracular authorities of 
De.phi were jealous of him, threw him 
i nd killed ‘him. As to 
appearance very little is ki 
It 13 said he was deformed, but this is 
denied, He wot only wrote wisely but 
acted wisely. For example: when # slave 
he was once set with his fellow servants to 
carry a burden to a city. Some close one 
kind of load, some anuther, He chose as 
his load food for all, much to their amuse-

ment, fur it was tho largest burden. But 
he knew what he was about, After break- 
fast hia load was lighter, after dinger 
lighter still, and supper cleared off what was 
left.

was ho wonder that they were a» popular. 
What Earl Russell said of proverbs wae 
very true of these fables—they are the wit 
of one and the wisdom of many, Nothing 

je more apparent than tele wonderful 
truthfulness tonature. For instance, take 
Esop's references tu death, Except to the 
good, thelast hour is thedreaded, deprecated 
four. Azsop illustrated human veaknees on 
this poiut by his fable of the old man Ixden. 
with sticks, who wearily cast the burden 
from his shoulders and called on Death 
to release him from his troubles. Oo 
Death appearing and asking the old 
man what he wanted, the man tremblingly 
replied that he merely wanred to have the 
bundle of sticks once more placed on his 
shoulders from which it had fallen. eop 
gave some capital instances of the ‘biter 
bitten” or cuuning overreaching itself. One 
of these was the fable of the ass lade: 
with salt, who purposely fell into a 
ttream inorder ‘that his burden. might 
melt,and who on tryingthe trick again found 
that his load consisted of sponges and 
consequently had to. bear a much greater 
weight than before. This was equalled in 
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real lifo by'an attorney who- dined several 
times by invitation with @ client and 
charged a fee for, each’ attendance. The 
client retaliated: by sending to the attorney 
a bill for the cost of entertaining him ; but 
the tables were turned when the client 
found himself informed ‘against for selling 
liquors without a licence und had to pay a 
fine, the greater part of which went into 
the attorney’s pocket as informer. Hard | 
and heavy were the blows which all forms! 
of conceit received from sop. Of this 
the fable of Mercury and the sculptor wai 
én illustration. Anuthor was afforded in | 
real life by the English wit who said to a! 
ily, pretentious author : “Sir, your book 
ill’ bo" rememberéd when Blilton and 
Shakespeare are forgutten—but nut till 
then.” ‘There were sume heavy hits at imit- 
ation, showing the perils of the mimic; wit- 
ness the fable of the as and the lapdog. "That 
tna of life's ills are imginary was shown 
by sop in his fable uf the travellers by 
the seashore, who observed a speck on the 
water in the distan e, and, at first thinking 
it waa a ship at least, found when it came 
nearer that it was but « faggot after all. 
‘That persuasion is better than force was 
illustrated in the fable of the wager between

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NOLES FROM NA'TIVE PAPERS. 
Shéupao. 

In an editorial the Nhénpao gives a 
geveral outline of the differont brauches of 
trade of Shanghai during the present 
Chinese year. “Huchow silk had « very 
good market at the commencement of the | 
fifth moon, ‘Then the price weut to a! 
decline until the crisis was reached about | 
the first part of the 12ch moon, it being then 
impossible to find a market’ at all. [tis 
true that the silk merchants did not suffer 
what is termed a frightfal loss, yet the ac- 
cumulation of interest onthe money invested 
in silk cannot but amount toa considerable 
figure ; and, with this added to the various 
expenses incurred, the silk dealing com- 
munity is not in a position to receive con- 
gratulation. We cau, however, speak better 
of Kashing coarse silk, and yellow silk, 
which fetched comparatively fair prices. 
Of the stock of different silks which arrived 
in Shanghai about 49,000 bales have been 
exported, leaving a balance of about 13,000 | 
bales for tite market of the coming year. 

The tea market was very fluctuating ; 
profits were made on some kinds of tea 
while others wer> sold at a loss. As no 
failures have been reported of any tea 
firm or merchants we can only say that the 
trade in tea, though much worse than 
former years, was passable in the present 
year, and we may also add that much

But the proprietors of 
the bank’ who are wen of wealth and 
position, came forth at the critical momeut, 
and assumed all the liabilities -brought 
about by mismanagemeut and reckless and 
hopeless speculations entered into by the 
business manager, who wade hiusel£ scarce 
as gon as he found himself in hot water. 
As it was, strong aud prominent bauks only 
folded their haudsand awaited the inevit- 
able. The trade iv foreigu geuds hail always 
been profitable, and many men engaging in 
it have retired with fortunes ; it, however, 
suffered great depression this year. The 
cause is obvious; the inundation had doneits 
work so thoroughlyin the various province 
which draw their supplies of foreign good: 
mainly, we may almost say entirely, fom 
Shanghai that they gave very few orders, as 
the people with starvation staring them in 
the face cared little for comfort aud luxury 
which their great-yrandfuthers uever had, 
The merchauts dealivg in opium did not 
do much business ; the disadvantages in 
the tield of competition against native opium 
Were too great to lead them to expect much 
rofit. The native opium is cultivated 
with little Inbour and expense, pays a light 
likin and therefore commands a low price 
anda big market. The increase of native 
opium means a decrease of foreign opium 
and this is « point of vautage to China

ket fell with « vengeance on the 
heads of those speculators who thought tov 
much uf their own business-cunning and too 
little of Providence Cotton enjayed a good 
year as far us gathering is concerned. ‘There 
was so little in the market that it was 
dead almost from the beginning, the con- 
sequence being that cotton beaters made 
money and raw-cotton dealers made 
nothing. The redeeming features, in the 
apparently stagnant state of business, are oil 
and beans, Both had splendid markets, all 
the year through, aud Newchwang imports 
tended to prop the murket up stil higher. 
Such prosperity hasuot gluddened tha hearts 
of the dealers for many a year past, Metals 
rose to a big figure at first, then a steady 
decline set in, and it was the same with 
piece: ‘Phe provinees ravaged by 
famine, caused through excessive rain or | 
inundation, relied mainly on contribu. | 
tions “given by Shanghai for support, 
but Shanghai depended on good business 
and trade in order to be able to furnish 
such support. ‘The successive calamities 
which befell Chékiang, Fukiev, Kuang- 
tung, Shantung, Chibli and Peking, nesrly 
drained the resources of Shanghai w1 
hampered by the want of bu 
standing on its last legs. While business 
in general needs a thorough regeneration 
silk and tea should have, first of all, the 
most careful attention paid to them. | Not 
only do they give livelihood to thousands 
and thousands of men, women and children 
who plant, pick, manufacture and pack 
them, but they ate the only means of bring- 
ing back the millions of money that ouly 
too readily find outlets to flow into other 
countries. It is sincerely to be hoped that 
the tea and silk merchants will try their best 
to improve these articles so as to be enabled 
to regain the former ascendancy which the 
whole world acknowledged without dissent.
